ature. Neither, therefore, do the 
esight and foreknowledge of Gop. 
Only His direct action on the individual 
could do that. 

When you foresee that | will do a cer- 
tain act, you may use that act, 
in order to effect a purpose of 
your own; may take it in as partoia 
plan of your own; make it an agent 
really of your will. Still, it is an act of 
my free will. You do not control me in 
any way. Can you not conceive that 
you could, if possessed of sufficient power 
and wisdom, thus make every act and 
thought of my life thus minister to your 
purposes ? 

The Deity’s power and wisdom being 
unbounded, it was then possib/e for Him, 
in arranging the plan of the Universe, 
to make the free actions of all, though 
free, His agents, to work out His pur- 
poses, these being s¢i// His own purposes, 
in effecting which our free-wil! assists. 
That our will is free, our consciousness 
of freedom proves. And this proof being 
verfect, and impossible to be false, Gop 
s either not infinitely Wise and Power- 
ful, or He has effected His Perfect will, 
using eur Free wills as so much of His 
multitudinous agencies, to effect fis pur- 
poses. ‘That He knows in advance what 
our Free Will will do, and that the 
Unity and Harmeny of the Universe are 
not disturbed by it, only prove His In- 
finite Wisdom and Power, and not that 
our will is not io reality free. 

Then, as to prayer. The ‘forces’ of 
Nature are complex, and widely differ- 
entin character. Of their true nature 
and mode of action we know nothing. 
We do not know what gravity, cohesion, 
attraction and repulsion ar¢, nor can we 
conceive in what manner, by what po- 
tency or exertion, they act. For ex- 
ample, we do not know whether attrae- 
tion is a power or influence inherent io 
the body that attracts, or a quality, ca- 
pacity or attribute of that which is 
attracted. The will of one whom we 
love is a ‘force.’ It compels us to do 
particular acts. Is not the Love, itself, 
which is a passion or emotion of 
my own soul, the ‘force’ that causes 
me to obey the wiil of her Love? 
Electricity is a force identical, it is 
supposed, with magnetism and galvan- 
ism. Whatitis we do not know. If it 
is piatter. we must have a new definition 
of matter, and the very word “ matter”’ 
becomes a word without anidea. Not 
knowing what itis, are we to deny that 
itis a *‘forece’’ because we cannot con- 
ceive that what seems not to partake of 
the nature of matter can have no force. 
Gop uses it as a force.. Bo He does oyr 
thoughts, What are /Aey® They are 
uttered by or flow from the soul. They 
are neither matter or spirit. They are 
not things. But they continue, and the 
act.

conceive of the Very ity—what 
osophy, fond of words without meaa- 
alle ‘“‘The Absolute,’’—as a Being 
sly without attributes, immove- 
able, dumb, silent ; an Abyes or Buthos. 
Following out the idea to its conse- 
quences, they said that evea Existence, 
belonging to created things, could not 
logically be predicated of Gop. He 
became a mere dead abstraction, ‘‘in the 
solitude of His Being.’”’ The Kabalists 
said that the Very Deity, the Unknown 
Ainsoph, of whom the Intellect could 
had no name; to 
limit or define or set 
bounds to. The Ineffable name, IHVH, 
they said, was that of His first manifest- 
ation or self-limitation. 

It is quite true that we can not 
rightfully assign to Gop the same spirit- 
ual nature as that of our own Souls; and 
that we might, with the same reason, 
consider His nature to be the same with 
that of Electricity. But Existence, 
Power, Wisdom, [ntelligence, Truth, 
Justice, Mercy, Benevolence, are not 
merely Human Attributes. If the whole 
Human race were to cease to exist, they 
would still have an Absolute Being. 
They are not merely because we are, and 
possess them. They are realities in 
themselves, We caunot say that Gop 
IS, unless He existe. Existence is oan- 
tinuance of Heing. So He must act. 
The idea of continued Existence coupled 
with inaction, equally destroys the idea 
of a Gop. To act, He must 
Power, Wisdom, and _ Intelligence. 
It is quite true that we cannot 
imagine Him as reasoning, arriv- 
ing at conclusions by logical processes, 
framing plans in advance of his action. 
His intelligence does nat act like ours; 
but He is necessarily intelligent; and 
His thought, however its processes differ 
from ours, is the action of that Lutelli- 
gence. Why not equally say that we 
cannot ascribe will to Him, because that 
is a bumanu facguity? Why not, that we 
cannot rightfully ascribe knowledge to 
Him, because to know isa faculty of the 
human intellect? tis means of know!l- 
edge are different from ours; but if He 
does not snow what is being enacted in 
the Universe, He wants, not a faculty pe- 
culiar to us, but one necessary to Him- 
self. 

We possess these attributes, but they 
are not merely buman; because we pos- 
seas them but partially, in but a limited 
and very finite degree. They must needs | 
exiat somewhere in their perfection. Gop 
can no more be without them than He 
can be without being. Theyre such re- 
alities that even He cannot annihilate 
them. They would not cease to exist, as 
ideas, if there were no Deity. We can- 
not iagine that perfect wisdom could 
mak elt unwise. Itis an gbhvious 
possiGility. To say that His attributes
